\V( star i« appealing an injunction won by 
Ihr Gilk‘an people* whith snipped Wes 
lar from Uniding a bridge at ross the 
I la bine riser The injunction was won 
only ifier a physical blockade of the road 
halted the logging trucks 

Westers lawyers started the morning of ! 
with * hilarious slaicment likening the 

situation lo that of Bciniii where people 

look l he law into I heir own hands’ On 
die first night a protest was pitched on the 
Iron steps of the 11C Supreme court, with 
trnlv and fires (in metal barrels unfortu- 
inily) in solidarity with the Babinc 
blockade. 

Almost SO people, native and non native 
pattit ip.tled in the tamp anti aboul 20 
stayed the entire night ihrotigh frigid 
wcaihci Some curious pct'plc off the 
street came up lo the camp lo find out 
what happening and most all showed 
Vtipi*ort I he appeal lasted S days but the 
vc*dirt won’t lx* known foi weeks Ihc 
1 Ilksan n’suwct'en are prepared to 
ttwilmuc the blockade of their traditional 


lands if the injunction is overturned Ihc 
reality of this court ease is that these pco 
pics, all indigenous [Copies, arc fighting 
for their survival. Our earth is being dc 
strayed by a system marching to the tunc 

of money and power An increase in the 
fightback is well underway. 

Concurrently with this appeal the Gitk- 
san Wet'suwefen arc si ill slogging it out 
m the courts for control of their lands and 
consequently their lives Unlike the Land 
claims, in which the native people arc 
allowed use, occupancy and monetary 
payment for what was twice their land, the 
Gil Wet have filed a Land Idle action, 
which gives them actual control over the 
land (tc heing able to halt destructive

THE GREEN RIVER 
MURDERS 



ihe largest serial murder ease in the 
history of the US. Since 1982 the Green 
River murders has claimed, possibly, 
over 100 victims. Most of them have 
been young black prostitutes with an av¬ 
erage of 19 In spile of this there has 
been a virtual police/prcss blackout, and 
since December 1986 the Green Rjver 
Task Force h as been quietly disbanded. 

« here has been speculation that a police 
olficer, or officers, may be responsible 
for the killings. ! here has been a lot of 
things that led to this conclusion, includ¬ 
ing the iaci that most of die first women 
were killed using choke holds, a sirangu- 
lauon technique taught to police, a lot of 
the Ixxhes were found on Police academy 
land, and a lot of the women hail been 
carrying guns. Because they ahd die 
guns but never drew them, the logical 
conclusion is thaL they either knew who 
or what the murderer(s) was/werc, if she 
thought she was gong to be arrested she 
obviously wouldn’t pull her gun. Many 
of the victims were killed aher leaving a 
police station, the last time they were 
seen was at a police suuon, or they were 
wailing for a bus alter being released 
from a police station. 

When an ofliccr of Lhc Task force told 
ihc press he thought a cup could be re¬ 
sponsible, he wjs hred. In Oa. 87 an 
anonymous letter wjs sent out on King 
County Investigation dept, summary 
written by police otl leers who sjid 
we re not going to sign our names be¬ 
cause we don’t want lu ]o>c our job*". 


'Ihis letter was sent out to the press Sc 
people who were working on the case. 
Basically it accused the police of a tover- 
up, it confessed there had been a cover up 
for at least the last 6 years. Nothing ap¬ 
peared in ihe press except a small story in 
one paper. Along with the allegations of 
cover-up, police are no longer adding re¬ 
cently killed women, and it sems they iust 
want people u> forget about it 

Ihe lack o| investigation by polnc is 
obviously the result of racist and sexist 
attitudes, along with social prejudices 
agaisnt prostitutes, but dicrc arc further 
aUegatons that many ol the murders are 
the result of cops running drugs from Mi¬ 
ami to Seattle usingthe vicums to cany 
Lhc drugs through the airport and killing 
them afterwards. One of the strongest 
pieces of evidence to support this is is the 
experience of one 16 year old girl. In 
1982 she and anoLhcr girl were working 
the Scatac strip ( the road between Seattle 
and the airport where many ol the first 
victims had been working bclore they 
were murdered and they were approached 
by some men who ollcrcd lo apy them to 
pick up a suitcase from someone that was 
coming m off an maiming flight. Ihcse 


men then took the two out lo the Green 
nver and killed one. Ihe 16 yr old man¬ 
aged to escape and hid in the bushes tor 
72 hours A social worker who worked at 
a hall-way house where this girl ended up 
staying at said why don't you go to the 
police with this?" and she said It was 
the poll ice".

extended past their original deadline of 
December 15 and the parties hope to 
reach a basic agreement soon.

itional area The RCMP broke up the 
blockades by force after 5 days, 
arreshng 27 people on contempt of 
court charges. 

The accused were all due to be 
tried in sequence, but Terry Laboucan. 
a Band member, went To trial first as a 
test case for the whole lot. In his trial, 
which started November 8, the Band 
a r gued that the Canadian courts have 
no jurisdiction over the Lubicon people 
as they have never ceded Their land in 
! r ea f y o r in war The judge insisted on 
proceeding with the trial, saying that 
the r^aher o* jurisdiction would be

On November 25 Chief Bernard 
Ominayak suspended all nego¬ 
tiations until charges would be 
dropped against the remaining 26 
people. Provincial Attorney General 
Ken Rostad claimed he couldn't do so 
but showed his face when he 
droppedcharges against four of them 
who werp under 18 On November 
28, a'ter much pressure and a hint of 
mo'e blockades, the charges were 
dropped and negotiations resumed 
Tne governments have been forced 
into listening to the Band s demands 
because, as Fred Lennarscn, Band 
advisor, mused, we kicked their ass
